DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgment is made of the receipt and entry of the amendment filed on 
December 12, 2006. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of the species election in the reply filed on 
December 12. 2006 is acknowledged. Applicant's amendment to the claims deems 
necessary a species election, as set forth below 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: the distinct and independent species of Claim 27, namely proliferation or 
cultivation. The species are independent or distinct because these are biologically and 
physiologically different processes.
